STEPS TAKEN FOR THE RELEASE OF THE 
HAYTIEN REPUBLIC. 


The State Department Takes Charge of the 
Matter—No Official Information Obtain- 
able—The Haytien Authorities and the 
Van Bokklen Case—A Big Verdict for 
the Claimant—Navy Yard Activity. 


Ry Telegravh to the Post-DisPaTon. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., December 7.—At the 
State Department yesterday a correspondent 
Was informed that ‘‘proper steps’’ were being 
taken to back up a demand upon the Haytien 
Government for the release of the Haytien 
Republic, but the officials all declined to fur- 
nish details. Commodore Walker, Chief of 
the Bureau of Nevigation, Navy Departmens, 
was kept busy all day answering inquiries as 
to which vessel would be sent. To all ques- 
tions he replied that it was unlikely that any 
vessel would be sent to Port-au-Prince for 
some time to come. Minister Preston, it 16 
supposed, will send a copy of Secretary Bay- 
ard’s communication to his Government. 
This must go by mail, and it may be several 
weeks before areply is received. It is sur- 
mised, however, that the Navy Department 
will arrange to have the Galena or some other 
vessel at Port-au-Prince when the demand is 
receive@ Dy the Haytien Government. The 
naval cers, with one accord, sre 
anxious that the United States should 
take a firm stand in this matter. 


Capt. Ramsay of the Boston, who Is here, 
would be very glad to blow up the whole isi- 
and of Hayti, and feels as though the United 
States could not with dignity do less than de- 
mand an indemnity, as well as the release of 
the restrained vessel. The State Department, 
however, has the entire matter in charge, and 
untii the 1 determines to call for a 
vessel to aid him in enforcing his demand 
nothing can be done. 
THE HAYTIEN FEELING. 

The Haytien authorities are not in a particu- 
larly pleasant frame of mind just now 
toward the United States, and the con- 
dition of things is not likely to be 
improved when they learn the decision of A. 
P. Morse of this city, arbitrator in the famous 
Van Bokklen case. Van Bokklen was an 
American citizen who, in 1884, was conduct- 
ing a flourishing business in Port-au-Prince. 
Meeting with financial reverses he undertook 
to make an assignment under the laws of the 
Haytien Republic. His creditors, how- 
ever, claimed that the right to 
make an assignment could only be 
exercised by a citizen of the republio, 
and at once threw the American into jail, 
where for many months he languished. na 
letter to Secretary Frelinghuysea Van Bokklen 
begged the department to demand that Lat 
once — be putin some place fitfor a man 
more or less used to the comforts of a home, 
for where Iam now lI am constantly in con- 
tuct with persons baving the seven years’ itch 
and vellow fever, with sores infecting the air 
and no steps taken to purify it; where a well 
man is liable to acquire sickness, much less 
a sick man to get well. 

Upon the demand of the United States Van 
Bokklen was released from prison. His claim 


for indemnity has since been ted, and 
after nearly four years of litigation was re- 
ferred to Mr. Morse for arb . 
genticman yesterday a verdict in 
favor of Van Bokklen for $69,000, which the 
Haytien Government must pay. 


Navy Yard Activity. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, December 7.—There was the 
bustie of warlike preparations at the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard yesterday afternoon. Supplies of 
powder and other stores were being quickly 


and energetically gotten on board the United 
States sloop-of-war Galena, and there was a 
certain something about the air that indicated 
brisk and decisive action. The cause of all 
this was a brief dispatch which had been re- 
ceived by Commander Gerardi from Wasbing- 
ton, instructing him to have the Galena made 
ready to sail on a West Indian voyage 
at any moment. The object of this 
projected expedition would seem to be 
the prompt settlement by thé presence of the 
Galena of the much-mooted Haytien question 
and the return of the 9 etained 
steamer Haytien Republic. The Galena, the 
vessel chosen by the Navy Department to do 
the work, isan unarmored wooden ship of the 
corvette class. She is a small vessel, carrying 
seven guns, including an 8-inch breech- 
loading rifle and six 98-inch smooth-bores. 
Her displacement is 1,900 tons and length 216 
feet. She can steam an average of seven 
knots an hour. It was not generally known 
yesterday afternoon, — the mer-

THE OYSTER DREDGEBS. 


Startling Revelations About the Cruel Treat: 
ment of Sailors by Captains. 


By Telegraph to the PoOstDIsPraTca. 

BALTIMORE, Md., December: 7.—Twenty-five 
miserable specimens of humanity are now 
lying in the Bayview Hospital afflicted with 
diseases caused by exposure, ili-treatmen’ 
and insufficient food while at work at oyster 
dredging in Chesapeake Bay. The stories of 
some of these men show that many of the 
dredging-boats on which the men received 
cruel treatment hall from New York and Phil- 


adeiphia, anda large number from Virginia. 
In several instances it has been proved thas 
the men were shipped from New York. The 
dredgers work through the whole winter 
and retur® to New York and Philadelphia 
in the spring. They ship their oysters 
north from points on the Eastern shore of the 
bay. When new hands are wanted they are 
obtained in New York on the pretence thas 
they will receive good pay and fair treatment. 
The Superintendent of the Bayview Hospital 
said serene that of the twenty-five suffer- 
ers above referred to, none have sustained ill- 
treatment on a Baltimore steamer. Secretary 
Fairchild, to whom the committee of the 
German Society of Maryland appealed for 
@ revenue cutter to watch the dredgers, 
has iven the committee encourage- 
ment, but at the same time intimates that he 
is not sure of the law in the case.

to port. Another very important matter is 
the dilemma in which they find themselves 
with regard to the law. The vessels on 
which thay serve are registered and 
they are seamen within the meaning of 
the United States statute. If they disobey 
their brutal and piratical captains, they are 
subject to fine and imprisonment for mutiny. 
If they obey they are made to violate State 
laws and are exposed to bullets from the State 
navy. You need expect nothing from the 
State of Maryland regarding this matter, and 
I will tell you why. The oyster captains sup- 
ply and are interested with the oyster pack- 
ers. ap packing is one of the 
chief dustries of Maryland. The 
packers are, therefore, a very important 
political factor. They stand by the captains 
and have a great deal of political influence. 
My article was copied into some of the Baiti- 
more papers, and the reporters told me thas 
the papers were roundly abused by the pack- 
ere and their friends for publishing it. A 
revenue cutter would do a great deal of good 
in eliciting facts and giving aid.

THE PARNELL COMMISSION. 

London, December 7.—Patrick Molloy, who 
refused to obey the subpana of the Tunes 
to give evidence before the Parnell Commis- 
sion, and who was arrested and brought 
from Dublis under an escort of police, 
was placed in the witness box 
when the Commission assembled to-day.

THE ALASKA OUTRAGES. 


AN INVESTIGATION OF THEM TO BE MADE 
BY CONGRESS 


The Report of the House Committee on 
Marine and Fisheries—Michigan’s Dele- 
gation Backing Burrows for Speaker— 
Gen. Ayers’ Funeral—The Pacific Rau- 
road—Washington News. 


Wasuincton, D. C., December 7.—The 
House Committee on the Merchant Marine and 
Fisheries has determined to take some action 
relative to the alleged perpetration 
of outrages upon the persons of females and 
the restraint of liberty, said to exist in 
Alaska, which has been brought de- 
fore the publie forcibly of late dy 
publications in various newspapers, and by a 
resolution on the subject introduced in the 
Senate by Senator Dawes. At the last 
session of Congress the committee was 
autborized to make an investigation into the 
fur seal fisheries of Alaska and to in- 
quire whether the contract allowing the 
Alaska Commercial Co. the exclusive 
right to take fur seals had been violated. 
Congress at_journed before the investization 
had been concluded, and the committee was 
then unable to make its report. To-day 
the committee determined that before 
making a report, it would call before it the 
persons making their statements concerning 
the condition of affairs said to exist in Alaska 
and examine them upon thesubject. This the 
committee will do at an early date. 


Another Ship Ordered to Hayti. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., December 7.—Orders 
were issued this afternoon to the Commandant 
of the Norfolk Navy- yard to prepare the Unit- 
ed States steamer Ossippe for service as 


soon as possible. It will take a little 
longer to do this than will be necessary with 
the three vessels at New York, but it is 
thought she can be fully pre- 
pared to follow them to Hayti within a 
few days. She will be sentto Port-au-Prince, 
unless something happens in the mean- 
time to render it unnecessary. Sec- 
retary Endicott had an interview with 
Secretary Whitney this morning and rumor 
stated that it nad been decided to send a num- 
ber of troops to Hayti to assist the naval 
forces, but it was subsequently ascertained 
there was no foundation for the report.

The Hope of Changing tne Law So That the 
Kindergarten Instruction Shall Begin at 
Five Years Swept Away—Some More of 
the Teachers i xpress Their Views n the 
Present Situation.

serious one. Un- 

doubtedly the kin- 

dergartens have 

enemies who are 

striving to have them abolished, and so tar 

their friends have not come very prominently 

to the fiont in their defense, except those 

within the kindergartens; and even some of 

the teachers have admitted that the sys- 

tem has not met the expectations of 

its friends, but they explain the failure 

by laying it at the door of the law, which for- 

bids them from receiving children under 6 

years of age. They suggest that this law 

should be changed so that they can admit 

children of 5. Thelawto which they refer, 

however, isasection of the Constitution of 

the State of Missouri, and it could only be 

changed by a two-thirds majority of all the 

voters of the State. Article XI, Section 1 of 

the Constitution says, ‘‘A general diffusion of 

knowledge and intelligence being essential to 

the preservation of the rights and liberties of 

the people, the General Assembly shall estab- 

lish and maintain free public schools for the 

gratuitous instruction of all persons in this 
State between the ages of 6 and 20 years. 

The sixth section saysthat the money be- 
longing to the public schools Shall be faith- 
fully appropriated for establishing and main- 
taining free public schools and the State Uni- 
versity, in thisarticle provided for, and for 
no other uses or purposes whatever.’’ 

The Supreme Court, in the case of Roach vs. 
the President and Directors of the 
St. Louis Public Schools, 77 Missouri, 
says that these two clauses taken 
together make itclear that the board must 
educate persons between 6and 20 years, but 
cannot educate any one under 6 or over 20. 
Some of the teachers were asked their views 
on the situation this morning and they are 
here presented. 

AGNES KETCHUM. 

Miss Agnes Ketchum not only had no fears of 
the kindergartens Deing discontinued, but 
was even sanguine that some day their 
real worth would be fully 
ciated. Miss Ketchum said: 
many things which 1 might nee in reply t 
what has been said about the kindergartens, 
but to enter into a full discussion of the sub- 
ject would keep you longer than you would 
wish. The great trouble has been and is that 
the work of the kindergartens and the useful- 
ness of the training given the child is 
not comprehended and 8 
not appreciated. Many people in send- 
ing their children to the kindergartens 
havean idea that they are A2 sending 
them toa place they can pass the time pleas- 
antly. They never consider that it will 
also be spent profitably. That is the great 
trouble. Anotherthing: Some children come 
to the kindergarten and remain there for two 
or three months—many do not attend even 
that long—and when they go into the primary 
department and are asked if they have been to 
the kindergarten they answer yes 
Then if the result of the kinder- 
garten training is not made appar- 
ent by them, the teacher is of the opinion that 
they were not benefited by the kindergarten 
course. That is 1 unfair. There 
are some advocates of the kindergarten who 
havesaid: ‘Giveustwo years and we will 
show you what we can do. I say give us one 
year and in that time we can demonstrate to 
the parents as well as the teachers that the 
kindergarten course has been of much 
benefit te the child. In the La- 
fayette School the kindergarten is admit- 
tediy of the greatest advantage for this 
reason. The children who attend the Lafay- 
ette Kindergarten are mostly of German 

arentage, and in the kindergarten we teach 

hem to speak Engiish much more quickly 
than they could doin the primary department. 
The result is that when they zo into the pri- 
mary no time has to be wasted in teaching 
them to speak, ad hence the kindergarten, 
instead of retarding their progress in studies, 
enables them to advance much more rapidly.’’ 

‘*Would you be. in favor of blending the 
kindergarten and primary?’’ 

No, I would not. Il ok for the day when 
a boy or girl, no matter what their age, will 
have to take a kindergarten course before en- 
tering the primary—when the kindergarten 
will be considered essential to fundamental 
education.’’ 

ONB OF THE TEACHERS, 
who would not consent to have her name men- 
tioned, said: ‘‘Ido not think that the ad- 
verse criticism of the kindergarten is the re- 
sult of any mismanagement orof any failure 
to carry out Froebel’s theories as to this mode 
of instructing children. Ido not know what 
is the reason that they are not more popular 
than they are, yet I do not mean to say that 
they are unpopular, for I really believe 
that if the matter was put to 
a vote of the patrons of the schools 
that they would certainly ve retained. I have 
found very few parents who objected to them 
and many who would not give them up for 
anything. The parents generally seem to be 
pleased with the reeult of the ae a I 
think the principal trouble is we do not have 


the children long enough. They come tous 
at 6 and leave at 7, and that ie just about the 


time that the little ones are going through the 


whole range of children’s diseases. Sickness 
keeps them away balf of the time, and on the 
whole I think they will scarcely average more 
than half a year each. I certainly think 
that 7 ie young enough for them to take u 
books and if we could learn them from 5 to 
they would have at least one full — th 
training which would give them time to learn 
what is taught in the Kindergarten thor- 
ough!

when they are separate, but I do not think 
they could be advantaceously combined.“ 

‘*Is it compulsory for children to go to the 
kindergarten before entering the primary?’’ 

»In school districts where there are kinder- 
gartens they must attend them or stay out of 
the schools until they are 7 years old.’ 

„It the School Board should abolish the 
kindergartens, would that be the end of them 
in St. Louis, or would they be run as private 
institutions?’’ 

‘*I do not know. It would bea risky thing 
for the teachers to undertake to establish pri- 
vate kindergartens unless they had some as- 
surance of permanency. The material and 
furniture costs a great deal and 1 do not think 
they could afford the vutiay on a venture. 
There are private kindergartens in other 
cities, however, and they ere successful. 

‘*There is one thing I wish to explain, and 
that is the decrease in attendance of the kin- 
dergartens. Mr. Judson called attention in 
his report to the fact in 1882-3 
the attendance was 4,811, while in 
1887-8 it was only 8,839. The reason there has 
been a decrease is this. In 1882-3 we coul 
take children who were under the = of 
years, and scholars in the primary depart- 
ment could attend half the day in the school 
and halt the day in the kindergarten. The 
claim is made that but few of the children 
took half a day’s course in each, but the roils 
show thata great many of them did. Since 
that year we have not been permitted to take 
onlldren under 6, and the half-day rule has 
been abolished so that in two direetions the 
soures of — has been cut off. 

Do you consider the year in the kindergar- 
ten a shortening of the school life?“ 

No. It would seem so at first 
I do not think that it is, for 1 be- 
lieve the kindergarten training enables 
a child to learn so much faster that it 
makes up that year and more. In 16883, I 
think, Mr. Vichroy published an article in 
which he showed from statistics thatthe Rin- 
dergarten children gained one year and ten 
months over those who had entered the pri- 
mary direct. The training is a good one, and 
if the kindergarten was put on afirm and 
the experimental period ended, and 
if the law was changed so that 
we could take children who were 5 years old 
Ithink there would be an end to criticism, 
though I know that there are others of a 
different opinion, and, of course, it ie only a 
difference of opinion concerning the best way 
for which we are all working, 
which is to e the children ot the com- 
munity the t education possible for the 
money the board has at its disposal.’’

After visiting the scene of the conflict, and a 
careful examination of the situation, I am 
clearly convinced that there does now exist, 
at said town of Bevier, such a state 
of combined outiawry among der- 
tain parties unknown to me, that 
it is — 29 deyond the power of 
the civil authorities to suppress the same and 

rotect the lives and property of the peacea- 

le citizens. I therefore invoke the aid of 
the State and ask your excellency to 
send a sufficient number of State troops here 
to preserve the peace and protect the lives 
and property of our citizens immediately.

had failed to produce or bring within the 
commonwealth the minor chiid. ‘‘And,’’ 
says the decree, ‘‘in consideration of the 
premises and of the libeilant’s motion for the 
custody of said child made and led in the 
cause November 15, 1858, and of the facts set 
forth in said motion, and it appearing that 
said libellant has been fora long period of 
time practically excluded from all custody or 
companionship of said child, after notice to 
said libelice and hearing of counsel: 

It is ordered that the custody of fsald 
minor child, Ohristine Isabell Campbell, be 
and is hereby given to the libellant during the 
pendency of this libel, or until the further 
order of this Court, provided, however, that 
the said child shall not be removed out of this 
commonweaith, and that the libellee shall 
have full ar | to yisit and care for 
her at the residence of 
the at all reasonable times. 
Thie order and decree is intended to 
be temporary, and is not to prejudice or ef- 
fect in any way the final decree of this court 
in reference to the custody of said child.’’ 

The case will prove interesting when it 
comes up for a hearing Monday. Whether 
Judge Lubke will conform to the decree in 
his ruling is probably an open question.

INDICATIONS THAT THE PRESENT TROUB- 
LES WILL BE SETTLED. 


An Advance of Rates Decided Upon by All 
the Roads—No Definite Action Taken 
—4 Big Freight Shipment to the 
West—Restored the Old Rates Presi- 
dent Chappel’s Gloomy View.

NEW YORK, December 7.—There was an out- 
spoken belief among trunk line officers in this 
city last night that the end of the rate troubles 
of the roads was very near. Some of them 
even declared that to-day will see the formal 
announcement of the full restoration to the 
figures of the old tariffs on west-bound 
freight. This prophecy was eagerly accepted 
at the Windsor last night. Even the doubters 
contented themselves with saying$that the 
official news of an end of the war might be de- 
layéd for afew days. President Chauncey M. 
Depew of the New York Central was in- 
clined to look at matters in a very hopeful 


light. He explained that everything was go- 
ing On prosperously toward a settiement, al- 
though hedenied the truth ofastory that 
had been circulated in Wall street late in the 
afternoon that an important conference was 
going on atthe Grand Central Station, where 
Vice-President Thompson of the Pennsylva- 
nia, Vice-President Hayden and Traffic Man- 
ager Guilford of the New York Central and 
Vice-President Felton of the Erie had set them- 
selves down to officially agree upon a pian for 
the restorution of west-bound rates. r. De- 
— explained that the meeting must have 

een the one held at Commissioner Fink’s 
office, where the Trunk Line &xecutive Com- 
mittee met to discuss traffic questions, but 
not to settle upon a restoration of rates.

Mr. Depew was equally sanguine about the 
prospects for an end of the troubles in rates 
at the Western end. ‘*‘I guess the trunk lines 
East and West will be all right,“ he said, 
„and when I say ‘I guess,’ it’s about 80. 

Gossip had it last night that the Lehigh 
Valley road was the one whose President had 
failed to confer with Mr. Depew. It is not 
expected, however, that the Lehigh Valley 
company will stand in the way ofthe restora- 
tion of rates. It was reported also that new 
east-bound rates will soon be made and that 
it had been practically settled that the rate 
on arain from Chicago to New York 
would be 25 cents and provisions at 30 cents, 
cattle 2244 cents and dressed beef at 50 cents to 
Boston via Montreal, the Grand Trunk would 
be allowed a 5-cent differential rate on dressed 
beef and the Erie would get a similar allow. 
ance to New York. A 48-cent rate would be 
allowed the Nickel Plate.

The Steamer Atlas, Sunk by a Ferryboat,

Nzew Tonk, December7.—The steamer At- 
das, which was sunk in the North River by a 
collision with the ferryboat Central, was lift- 
ed from her muddy bed Wednesday evening. 
The Meritt Coast Wrecking Co., which bas had 
the work in hand, used twenty-two pontoons 
and two schooners in lifting the steamer, It 
was the intention of the wreckers to work the 
vessel over to the Jersey Flats, where she could 
be beached and pumped out. But the 
high northwesterly wind which set inWednes- 
day evening caused a — ot water and 
made this operation impossible. At midnight 
the wreck drifted more easterly and d 
in tront of the Barclay street ferry slips, 
that yesterday the ferryboate experien 
cot diffieulty in entering and leaving the 
slip.

Willis, 
formerly of St. Joseph, but now a resident of 
this city; John Morrison of Fayette, Howard 
County, and Capt. Rucker of Columbia, who 
are anxious to succeed Darwin Marmaduke as 
Warden of the Penitentiary. State Senator J. 
Perry Johnson of Madison County, Chairman 
of the Legislative Committee to eK 
amine and report upon the con- 
dition of State institutions, who wants 
to be president pro tem ofthe next State Sen- 
ate; Dr. Samuel K. Crawford of Benton 
County, who isa member of the Legisiative 
Committee, but is not known to possess any 
particular political ambition just at present. 
Hon. John F. Morton of Ray County, a cand!i- 
date for speaker pro tem of the House; Secre- 
tary John Sebree of the Dem- 
ocratic State Central Committee, who 
ie possessed of a burning desire to find out 
just what struck the party in St. Louis on last 
election day, and who is overly anxious to 
get ready to ‘‘knock em out next time;
